A blue book has been pubb'ahod whicli 
coutaina tlie correspondence bctwoeii tliu 
govorniiieiits of Great Britain, tlio United 
StatcitaiiJ Canada relative to tlio aui/.iiru

ciiiiistaiiL'o.s under which lliose vessels 
were suized on the seas are detailed 
in tlio currusponduucu. IVl r. Bayard duus 
not in the corroapuiidence defend the ac- 
tion of tlio Ainoricau cruisors. Lord 
Sttlisbuiy, in a vigorous letter written on 
the 10th of September, 1887. ahows the 
inconsistency and the illegality of the pro 
ceedinxB that had been taken unde^ the 
authority of the Clovormnoiit of tho 
Unitod .States.

BeiuK -0 miles from Vernon and 
at'tho last stopping' pliici) WL'st of Uliurry 
Creek— 17 nuiub nhuad til lliu oaal -wu 
concluded to accept the hospitality of our 
'friencls and soon pur team was in tliu 
connnudioiiB skib1e.s of 

lU.UK srUlNO UAS<'1I. 

Moasrii. McBmiaUls are pleasantly sit- 
uattjd-r^tt , comfortable house, a No. 1 
ranch Wiiil a fiiir sUrt in stock. Hay is 
Bjcured from the prairie part of tho ranch 
f.ir their horses and aome 20 head of the 
cattle kind; there «ure aUo fowla*^ hogs, 
etc., to be seen, tliiia arguini,' that these 
new settlors under.slaiul what farming,' in, 
or should be, A i,'()o(l yavdeu aiUls lo 
the homecomfort. 'I'lio valley i.s plfas- 
ailg^^S^Q^'! those mountains! Tlio one 
now named by the writer McDonald 
I"uak is round-headed and, like a tall 
bully, raises its head over ' 'thirteen' 
thnuaand feet liiijh, and can be seen 
many miles away ; wlicn Hiiow-coverud il 
ia said to liu a inland .tight, oui! to In; ail- 
niired by lovers of Lhu piclureaiiuo. lia\ ■ 
inj; i^oat\» fjilensaut night and enjoyed 
the'cdof ropbse liffciir rfii e-vtra witriSi day, 
nest nujrning wo resumed our journey. 
Adjoining tho McUouald ranch is one bo 
Ixnginj; to Mr. Lavvson, of Vernon; con- 
sidorablu foncing has bocn done around a 
prairie upon the claim. 

Wo wore informed that tlie 17 niik'S be- 
fore us was of II rough character, aiul this 
we found as wo moved forward ahing the 
trail, politply named a government road. 
Tal^ ajjpub the loop line upon the O.P.R. ; 
tlii Oherry Crook route presents horjo 
uhue turns, double lnopa, down gradu-s, up 
Bteep climbs and akirting raj^pjed 
edges. However. we had conli- 
doncoin our team of iiiurLis and buckboard 
and reaolutely proceeded. Coming in 
sight of the Spallumcheen river four 
miles upon our morning's journey, wo 
reined up ami gazed at the canyon below 
ua and rnjiid stream o''cr a gravelly bed. 
No doubt iu IiIkIi water a large body of 
water (lows from the fountain to tho 
mouth of this river. The I inil)er in viow 
did not look as of much value; in fact the 
whole country has been badly over-run by 
tires at ditl'oreut times, and now the wliito 
and grey rocks expose their variegated 
coloura. Winding aiiiund a crooked 
point tho road descends again into low 
land, where cedar of larger growth 
abounds. Some day a rancli will be lo- 
cated there, and "nalure'.s wilil" changed 
for the bonolit of man. The road loads 
over a bod of aaiid and gravel, tho forest 
beioK of ainall siised trees, apparently of 
no value, except ' required in coming 
time for log cabin building or fencing. 
After a few Injurs drive over a lonesome 
road, we croHaed what ia kiuiwn as Eight 
Mile crook, that ia tho dist.AUce from 
Cherry Creek; a good bridge is stretched 
over; at present water ia i>nly about cii^ht 
een inchoa deep. 

Shortly after leaving the bridge, whore 
we at 'pped to water our hoi-ses,' we'' were 
ascending a winding hill, when tho two 
young colta that were traveling in advance 
of us suddenly slopjjod and appeared agi- 
tated; being in a narrow part of the road 
and no chance to turn out, and thinkini; 
perha]ia some person with animals waa a|i- 
proaching; we plied tho whip and upon 
turuing an elbow iu the read we aaw forty 
or fifty rods before us in t! e road, a large 
black bear, evidently coi^ilating about 
disputing the right-of-way with our colta 
and'teaui. We intuitively felt for our re- 
volvaf Mlfl !^gL'inced at tho |)ositi(jn 
of /th^3»i« •'l'" buck-board. 

[The ^4o4n)eK)U8 fallen trees at times 
to be met with upon now roads rei|uires 
parties to be in possession of an axe.] 
However, bis bearship concUnled to move 
on anil our colls fell behind as oiu- team 
hastened up tho r. ad, anil tho last wo saw 
of the . would-be interrupter waa as we 
reached the top of the hill, where we felt

to tind the warpath had been abandoned. 
It is said that the soldier upon entering a 
battle fouls a jioouliar sensation which ills 
appears after the action commences; be 
this as it may, .we admit that little excite- 
..meild j)a8sed'flver us as we first behold the 
bear obstructing the narrow passage, and 
did not feel anxious lo leave our team to 
follow into the wilderness. Your corres- 
pondent was not in that humor. 

We'soWvarrived'nt' an' open field and 
removing the bars that crossed tho high- 
way entered U|)on the ranch of Mi'. I'eter 
Thibaduux, who reiouvrd there limn Spall- 
unichuen a few years since. He has n 
log house, barn and a ^'ood slretch ol 
fencing to regulate hia stock; he puts 
in part of his time teaming 
up Buppliea to the miners. His 
neighbor, Mr. Frank Shafer, lives a mile 
to the north, where he is ranching it, and 
raises grain, potatoes and gardens. Con 
tingont to the mining interest and upiJii 
the brow of the hill, is the tliriving home 
of Mr. John Morrison, who with his wife 
and daughter, have a healthy and pleasant 
summer reatdence. After a brief rest we 
started afoOt 6o visit the mining camp. 
The canyon of Cherry Creek is deep ami 
rugged, and the trail down it sleuji 
Ueaching the bottom, we tind a rapid 
How of water, and approaching the work 
we met the present force (Mr. Morrison 
having gone to his ranch for a few days), 
consiathigof ^.essrs. Freil Walling, .1. M. 
Hollingsworth ai d D. Buchanan. The 
company is organized us the "Hidden 
'I'ntasure," with Mr. Chase for president, 
Mr. Morrison, suiierintundent; Messrs.

Girouard, now postmaster at Voriion, 
while out prospecting, discovered good 
placer diggings tliere. and soon after found 
the lead still worked. In '(iU Col. Hau- 
ton, Messrs. Landwight and Worth, of 
Hope, Ixithnoiv dead, and olhius, worked 
for a time the chiim. .\t oiio time Messrs. 
F. J. Ba nanl and I). Chiahidin, M.P., 
weru Luiinucted with thu claim, t^xpense 
heavy and.returus light caused a cessation 
of the work. In J.877 Major Camiibell, a 
Mr. Torrance and otiipre proceeded for a 
tiuiu with the sinking of a, slyjkft chisu by 
thu lirst etfortVl 'Yftld^^'rtbt'aBtisfBct^iry 
and work hung ore, So far a good many, 
(bouwind^iollar^, hod hw(i apeut tpyjlttl^.
